The Health Center at 165 Middle- 
point Road, recently opened by the 
San Francisco Department of Pub- 
lic Health, will soon move to its 
permanent headquarters at Ridge 
Point. 

The Health Center’s primary 
function ‘is to give health informa- 
tion that will help to prevent the 
spread of contagious diseases. The 
Center will not give medical treat- 
ment, but will refer people who 
need such treatment to qualified 
physicians. 

Mrs. Viola Randall, former super- 
vising child nurse at Alemany 
Center, is in charge of the Hunter’s 
Point Health Center. She is assisted 
by three staff nurses, Mrs. Mary

Mrs. Randall wants all mothers 
to take advantage of the free ser- 
vices offered by the Center and 
invites them to bring their. children 
that are under school age, for med- 
ical inspection. The children will 
also receive immunization against, 
Smallpox, Diptheria and Whooping 
Cough. 

Advice will be given to Mothers 
on eorrect feeding and general 
hygiene. Nurses will visit our homes 
and will advise us on measures to 
safeguard the family health. 

This Public Health service is of- 
fered throughout San Francisco and 
is the biggest factor in the high 
standards of child welfare for 
which San Francisco is well known.

To accomodate an 
load of 50 persons, the Transporta- 
tion Office has arranged for 15 
additional bus runs between Hun- 
ters Point and San Francisco. 

There are five extra bus runs 
from Broadway and Kearney to 
Hunters Point, seven additional 
runs from the Point to Broadway 
and Kearney, two more Navy buses 
from 26th and Castro, and One 
extra run from the Yard to 26th 
and Castro. 

The runs are scheduled to meet 
mainly between 7 and 8 a. m. and 
the greatest loads at peak periods, 
4:40 and 5:20 p. m. Three extra 
buses however, are scheduled after 
regular hours to take care of people 
working overtime, and there is a 
bus from Broadway and Kearney 
at 4 p. m. which was not scheduled 
previously.

HEALTH CLINICS IN 
HOUSING PROJECTS 


The development of health pro- 
grams for war workers’ families 


has been further facilitated by the 
Federal Public Housing Authority’s 
inclusion in its standard plans of 
a provision for health clinics in 
project services buildings. 


Although clinics have been oper- 
ating in some projects, mainly in 
dwelling units converted to the 
purpese, this is the first time that 
recognition of the need for such 
services has been specifically writ- 
ten into standard plans. The clinic 
Space will be equipped with basic 
furniture by FPHIA, and may be 
used by local health departments, 
or as offices for physicians. Living 
space in the projects may also be 
rented to in-migrant physicians. 


The establishment of health clin- 
ics in public housing projects is 
one aspect of a general health pro-

The Wine Of The Country 


Always—that is in the good old 
days, before the war—one would 
often hear it said in Huropean 
countries, “We must drink the wine 
of the country”. 

California has its own wines and 
very good ones too, but trying its 
fruits and vegetables can be a real 
adventure. 


We won’t feel the ill effects either 
of a friend of ours, who on a frip 
to a tropical country decided to try 
all of its friuts in one day. Tropical 
fruits are apt to contain Turpen, 
that from which Turpentine is 
made. Turpen causes very un- 
pleasant reactions in those who are 
not used to eating the fruits con- 
taining it. © 

California fruits and vegetables 
are free from Turpen but as exotic 
to many of us as the fruits of the 
tropics; many of them being tropic- 
al or semi-tropical. We can eat 
as many as we want with impuity. 
So—let’s try Artichokes, at once, 
boiled and served cold with mayon- 
naise or hot with melted butter. 
Some people say Artichoke leaves 
are just a spoon with which to eat 
the sauce, but we will find the 
tender bite at the bottom of each

MIDDLE 


Perhaps before coming to Middle 
Point, we have been used to more 
modern ways of cooking. But due 
to the exigencies of war, we find 
ourselves with kerosene stoves. 

Even though they are the finest 
stoves of that type to be had, they 
are spunky at times. However, they | 
are very satisfactory when properly 
used. 

First—let’s. read the instruction 
book carefully memorize it, or 
keep it close at hand for reference. 


KEEP STOVE LEVEL 

The most important thing to re- 
member is to keep the stove level 
at all times. There is a spirit level 
on the feed line, between the burn- 
ers, easily seen from the front. 
There are adjustable screws on the 
bottom of each leg. If we adjust 
these screws until the bubble in the 
spirit level is between the lines, 
we will usually be alright. How- 
ever, if the oven burners light with 
a bright red flame, the stove needs 
to be raised a little at the oven end. 

To light burners, turn the handle 
and-stop at the half-way mark. 
Then turn slowly the rest of the 
way, to a full light. Then apply 
match. If the handle is forced over 
too quickly the excess kerosene 
forced into the lighting ring will 
cause a high red flame to burn for 
about ten minutes. When we set the 
burner drum back after lighting, 
let’s be sure it is resting properly 
and not touching the lighting ring. 

KEEP STOVE CLEAN 

Loose dirt and soot should be 
brushed off the lighting ring fre- 
quently in order to have them burn 
properly. 

Second—We’ll find it a good idea 
to occasionally take out the lighting 
ring and clean the place where it 
rests. = 

The lighting rings are usable 
until they are carbonized—that is 
black and brittle. When they get 
this way turn them over and use 
them on the other side.

Turn off 
one burner. Keep the door closed

remained at the desired degree it 
is time to put in food to be baked.” 


THMPERATURE CONTROL 


Those of us who live on the first 
floor, in the second apartment from 
that end of the building where the 
furnace and store room are located, 
the heating unit in our apartment 
contains the thermostat that son- 
trols the heat of the entire build- - 
ing. In order to maintain the tem- 
perature in our apartmént at 75 
degrees, it will be necessary for us 
to keep the bathroom and kitchen 
windows up about four inches at all 
times that the register is open. 
These windows are screened. Other= 
wise, our apartment will get too 
warm. When we leave the apart- 
ment it is preferable that we leave 
those same windows open and also 
leave our heat register open. If we 
do close the windows—let’s close 
the register too. All of this is not 
only important for us but is neces- 
sary to insure the correct temper- 
atures for our neighbors in the 
same building. o 

FLOOR CARE 

If we wax the floors when we 
first move in it will not be necessary 
to wax them oftener than once a 
month to keep them in good condi- 
tion. We may varnish the wood 
floors in the second floor apart- 
ments but we are not to use paint. 
The best material to use on the 
composition flooring of the first 
floor apartments is a water wax. _ 
Johnson’s Water Wax or Glo-Coat 
are good. Let’s be careful about 
getting the floor too slippery. Let’s 
wax lightly and wipe off the sur- 
plus. If we cannot get wax, a mild 
soap—such as Ivory and clear water 
is good.

STILL TIME TO 

PLANT GARDENS 
It isn’t too late to plant a vegeta- 
table garden in San Francisco. All 
the winter vegetables will do well if 
planted right away. It would be a 
good plan for us to buy the young 
plants from a nearby nursery, be- 


cause the seed mortality rate is 
high at this time of year. Cab- 
bage, cauliflower, carrots, chard, 
beets and lettuce can be grown 
most all year. : 

If we haven’t the right kind of 
soil in our yards—why not try 
window box victory gardening—and 
here are some things that do well 
in boxes: lettuce, swiss chard, 
spinach—and be sure and try the 
new variety known as New Zealand. 
It is cut like swiss chard and keeps 
growing. 


A box at least four inches deep 
is necessary and it needs some good 
loom and some humas, such as 
leaf mold or peat moss. Practi- 
cally all vegetables can be grown 
in eight. in pots. :

DANGER IN 
HOME CANNING 


Last month a California house- 
wife, after reading the warning of 
the State Department of Public 
Health relative to home canned 
vegetables, decided to empty 42 
quarts of home-canned spinach in 
the chicken yard. As the result, she 
lost 32 chickens. 


A few days later, a similar acci- 
dent happened in Madera County, 
able numbers’ of chickens were 
with home-canned peas. 


Fortunately, in both instances, no 
human cases occured but consider- 
sacrificed to botulism. 

The Bacillus  Botulinus, that 
causes the food poisoning know as 
Botulism, is pecular to California 
soil. 

The California State Department 
of Public Health and the University 
of California are active in advising 
housewives relative to proper meth- 
ods of home-canning in order thaf 
this feared disease may be prevent- 
ed. It is essential that only pre- 
Scribed methods be used in the 
home-canning of the  non-acid 
vegetables, as well as fish and meat.

MEDICAL CARE FOR 
WAR WORKERS HERE 


Fifty thousand persons living in 
War Public Housing Projects in 
California are participating in the 
prepaid medical care program of 
the California Physicians’ Service. 

This program of prepaid medical 
eare as distinguished from health 
insurance assures the residents of 
housing projects full medical care, 
including surgery and hospitaliza- 
tion. In the communities where the 
plan is operating, the self-suffic- 
iency of the housing projects in this 
respect has reduced appreciably the 
work load_of local physicians. To 
accomplish this, the California 
Physicians Service assigns to the 
project medical center doctors and 
nurses in ration to the population. 
The doctors on the project are able 
to take care of the general medical 
needs of the persons living there. 
Cases requiring X-ray, laboratory 
or other specialized services are 
referred to California Physicians’ 
Service professional members in 
the community. 


IS THERE A DOCTOR 
IN THE HOUSE 

Anyone who has tried to get a 
doctor lately will quickly realize 
the advantages offered by the Cali- 
fornia Physicians Service. Tenant 
participation in the plan is volun- 
tary, the tenant paying certain 
monthly charges depending upon 
the number of persons in the fam- 
ily. 

THOUSANDS TO HAVE 
MEDICAL SERVICE 

When enrollment for the state is 
complete the California Physicians 
Service estimates that 250,000 per- 
sons will. be covered under this 
plan for pre- ae low-cost medical 
care. 

The plan is endorsed not only by 
the Federal Public Housing Author- 
ity and the United Public Health 
Service, but by statewide AF of L 
and CIO as well as state and county 
medical societies.
